We propose a discussion of the underlined phrases in representative claim 1 as shown below 
with respect to the 102 rejection based on U.S. Patent No. 6,035,121 (Chiu) and a discussion of 
the comments that follow. 

1. A method for synchronizing a first artifact and a second artifact, the first and second 
artifacts being interdependent and concurrently modified , the first and second artifacts each 
having a plurality of elements, the method comprising: 

generating a temporary artifact having all the elements of a last synchronized version of 
the first artifact and having all the elements of a latest version of the second artifact transformed 
as the first artifact; 

merging the temporary artifact and a latest version of the first artifact to create a 
synchronized version of the first artifact; and 

generating a synchronized version of the second artifact having all the elements of the 
latest version of the second artifact and having all the elements of the synchronized version of 
the first artifact transformed as the second artifact. 

COMMENTS: 

(1) The method described in Chiu is one-way, that is, translation is always described in one 
direction, and therefore there is no interdependency of artifacts disclosed in Chiu. 
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(2) Any artifacts that might be disclosed in Chiu are not concurrently modified. Translation 
to a local language is performed only after the current version in the main (software 
development) is completed. 

(3) If you consider the latest version of one of the artifacts in Chiu to be the current 
software version in the development language, then what can be interpreted to be the 
latest version of the other artifact? 
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
